Of  course  free  traders 
will  say  that  |he  thing  to  do  is  to  reduce 
the  tariff,  unci  there  will  then  be  a  most 
excellent  reasim  for  asking  such  reduc¬ 
tions;  but  thip  plan  of  diminishing  the 
revenue  of  tile  country  will  be  strenu¬ 
ously  resistedjby  the  Protectionists,  who 
so  far  have  controlled  the  policy  of  the 
United  States! on  this  subject. 

The  only  otjher  course  will  be  to  take 
off  or  greatly  ■educe  the  tax  upon  w  hiskey 
and  tobacco— fwhjch  amounts  on  whiskey 
alone  to  nearly  $!K>.000.000  per  annum.
